E © (Wall be obedfent to the Matoꝛ and Pinilters of this 
N/ 77 City. The Franchiſes and Cuſtomes thereof ye ſhall 
A RP maintain, and this City keep harmleſſe in that that 
in pou is. Ye (hall be contributary to all manner of 
5 charges within this City, as Sammons, Watches, 
PER, 1S, Tares, Tallages, Lot, and Dcot, and to all other 

charges, bearing pour part as a Free-man ought to doe. Be ſhe 
colour no Foreign goods, under, oꝛ in pour name, whereby his 
Highnelle the Lozd Pꝛotecto: of the Comon wealth of England 
Scotland and Ireland and the domintons thereof, oz this City, 
might,oz map loſe their Caſtemes oz advantages. Be ſhall know 
no Foireigner to bay oz ſell any Perchandize, with any other #02 - 
reigner within this Citp oz Franchiſe thereof. bat pe ſhall warne 
the Chamberlain thereof, oz ſoms Pinifer of the Chamber, 0 
ſhall implead oz ſue no Free-man ont of this City, whiles yomap 
have right and law within the ſame City. Pe ſhall take none Ap⸗ 
pꝛentice, bat if he be Free-vozn,(that is to ſay) no bondmans ſon, 
noz the child of any Alten, and koꝛ no lee tearm then foz Se ven 
years without fraud oꝛ deceit: and within the firf year pe ſhall 
cxaſe him to be enrolled, oz elſe pay fach fine as (hall be reaſona- 
bly impoſed upon von fo; omitting the ſame. And after his terms 
end, within convenient time (being required) pe ſhall make bim 
Free of this City, tt de have well and truly ſerved pon. Be ſhall 
alſo keep the publicke Peace in your own perſon. Be ſhall know 
no gatherings, noꝛ coaſpiracies made againſt the publicke Peace 
bat ye ſhall warn the Patoz thereof, 03 let it to pour power. All 
theſe poynts and articles pe ſhall well and trulp keep, accozding 
to the laws and caſtoms of thts Citp, to pour power.
